Latin  Coins  Of  The  United  States

When  the  British  colonies  declared  their  independence  in  1776, 
the  Spanish  8-reales  piece  was  the  standard  trade  coin  of  the  Atlantic 
region.  Under  the  new  Constitution  of  1789,  the  federal  government 
defined  its  silver  dollar  to  be  equal  to  the  Spanish  8  reales. 

In  the  United  States,  until  1857,  the  coins  of  Spain,  Mexico, 
Columbia,  Bolivia,  Central  America,  Peru,  Portugal  and  Brazil  circulated 
in  the  USA  as  legal  tender.  This  meant  that  if  you  sold  a  horse  and  the 
buyer  paid  you  in  Mexican  silver,  you  had  to  accept  it  at  value.  And  most 
people  were  very  happy  to  get  paid  in  any  kind  of  silver.  Bankers  and 
merchants  relied  on  booklets  that  showed  pictures  of  legal  foreign  silver 
and  gold  coins.  These  booklets  also  gave  the  market  values  of  the  coins. 
Banks  in  Virginia,  Tennessee,  New  Jersey,  Illinois  and  Ohio  issued  paper 
notes  that  could  be  redeemed  in  Spanish  reales.  These  banknotes  even  had 
pictures  of  the  reales  coins,  so  you  would  know  what  was  promised  if  you 
couldn't  read. 

The  legal  tender  law  of  1857  removed  the  status  of  foreign  coins. 
However,  Mexican  silver  8  reales  were  generally  accepted  throughout  the 
western  US  until  the  1920s.  For  one  thing,  the  US  Civil  War  created  a 
currency  crisis.  Lincoln's  paper  dollars  drove  precious  metals  from 
circulation.  The  need  for  copper  and  bronze  for  cannons  even  made  small 
change  hard  to  come  by.  Once  the  war  ended,  the  West  opened  up. 
Nominally  part  of  the  United  States  since  1848,  the  West  has  always  been 
culturally  Latin.  After  independence  from  Spain,  the  coins  of  Mexico  and 
the  United  States  were  of  about  the  same  weight  and  fineness.  However, 
Mexican  silver  was  slightly  purer  than  Norte  coins.  This  allowed  them  to 
circulate  freely  on  both  side  of  the  border  until  about  1920.

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What  Is  Money?

We  all  know  what  money  is.  Or  do  we? 

It's  difficult  to  imagine  a  world  without  money.  Every  country  has 

its  own - and  the  history  of  money,  as  we  know  it,  reaches  back  to 

classical  times.  But  what  exactly  is  money? 

It  can  be  many  different  things.  For  most  people,  it's  coins, 
currency,  credit  cards  and  checks.  But  for  some  cultures  -  -  -  it  can  be 
beads,  stones,  feathers,  shells  and  other  objects  that  collectors  call 
"primitive,"  or  "odd  and  curious"  money. 

Let's  look  at  two  of  the  more  exotic  pieces  of  money. 

The  "Yap  stone,"  from  the  tiny  Micronesian  island  of  Yap,  is  the 
largest  and  heaviest  form  of  money  ever  used.  The  largest  Yap  stones 
measure  up  to  12  feet  in  diameter  and  weigh  several  thousand  pounds.  You 
didn't  need  to  put  them  in  a  bank  for  safe-keeping.  The  larger  stones  were 
lined  up,  like  a  fence,  in  front  of  homes,  clear  evidence  of  a  family’s 

wealth.  The  stones - or  money - were  quarried,  using  shell  axes,  on  a 

neighboring  island,  250  miles  away,  and  brought  by  outrigger  to  Yap.  The 
stones  were  used  to  purchase  food,  as  payment  for  canoes  and  fishing 
rights,  or  to  arrange  marriages.

A  Finnish  coin  commemorating  the  50th  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  the  United  Nations  has  been  named  Coin  of  the  Year  for  1997 
for  issues  dated  1995  in  competition  sponsored  by  World  Coin  News.  The 
monthly  hobby  newspaper  featured  the  competition  results  on  the  front 
page  of  its  February  1997  issue. 

World  Coin  News  has  been  sponsoring  the  award  for  the  past  14 
years  to  encourage  excellence  in  coin  design 

The  winner  is  a  silver  100-markkaa  that  depicts  a  dove  and 
provides  the  date  of  the  anniversary  on  the  reverse.  The  obverse  depicts  an 
oak  branch  and  gives  the  denomination. 

The  Coin  of  the  Year  is  selected  through  a  two-stage  balloting 
process.  It  begins  in  the  summer  following  the  year  of  issue  (summer  1996 
for  coins  dated  1995)  with  nominations  compiled  by  the  World  Coin  News 
staff  in  each  of  10  categories. 

An  international  panel  of  coinage  experts  then  votes  on  each 
category  winner.  After  those  results  are  compiled,  the  ballots  are  again  sent 
to  the  panel,  which  votes  on  the  Coin  of  the  Year  from  among  the  category 
winners 
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50th  Anniversary  Is  Coin  Of  The  Year 


The  Finnish  coin  won  in  two  categories  in  the  first  round,  the  Best 
Silver  Coin  category  and  the  Most  Artistic  Coin  category.  This  is  the 
fourth  time  that  Finland  has  received  the  Most  Artistic  Coin  award.  Past 
winners  include  the  1985  silver  50-markkaa  Kalevala  National  Epic,  the 
1990  silver  100-markkaa  Veterans  50th  Anniversary,  and  the  1994  silver 
100-markkaa  European  Athletic  Championships.  The  first  of  these  also 
went  on  to  win  the  top  COTY  award. 

Following  are  the  other  category  winners: 

Best  Crown:  Austria,  silver  200-schilling  showing  a  ribbon  dancer  and 
marking  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  modern  Olympics. 

Best  Gold:  France,  gold  500-franc  commemorating  VE-Day  (May  8, 
1945)  and  the  return  of  peace  following  Germany’s  surrender  in  World 
War  II. 

Most  Historically  Significant:  Germany,  silver  10-mark  commemorating 
the  100th  anniversary  of  the  X-ray. 

Most  Innovative  Coinage  Concept:  Austria,  bimetallic  500-schilling 
carrying  the  theme  "Austria  in  the  European  Union."  Surrounding  the 
silver  center  is  a  gold  ring  featuring  12  stars  punched  completely  through 
the  metal. 

Most  Inspirational  Coin:  Franc,  gold  500-franc  commemorating  VE-Day 
(May  8,  1945)  and  the  return  of  peace  following  Germany's  surrender  in 
World  War  II. 

Best  Trade  Coin:  Australia,  aluminum-bronze  $1,  celebrating  the 
"Waltzing  Matilda." 

The  date  and  place  for  the  awards  ceremony  will  be  announced 

later.

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The  Russian  -  American  Company

During  the  first  half  of  the  19th  century,  the  Imperial  Russian  - 
Aonerican  Company,  organized  to  exploit  the  frontier  regions  of  the  Far 
East,  issued  a  series  of  very  rare  currency  notes  in  several  denominations 
for  use  in  Siberia,  the  Aleutian  Island  and  Alaska. 

Called  "seal  skin  money,"  the  notes  were  mostly  printed  on 
parchment  believed  to  have  been  made  from  the  hides  used  to  wrap  bales  of 
furs  shipped  home  from  the  trading  outposts.  Less  than  one  hundred  of
